Their Candidate Elected for Mayor by 12,- 
000 Majority—The Women Voters. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 9.—[Special.]—The ' 


Democratic tidal wave has extended to munici- 
pal affairs here and Mr. Nathan Mathews Jr., 


their nominee, is elected Mayor of Boston. His 


lead over Moody Merrill, the Republican 
candidate, is roundly about 12,000, Mayor 
Hart, the present incumbent, last year re- 
ceived .a Republican majority of 5,460. The 
Democrats, too, have control of the Board of 
Aldermen and probably the Common Council. 
The returns compared in size“ very favorably 
with those of the State election. Mr. Mathews 
held Gov,-elect Russell’s vote, but Merrill fell 
far below that of Gov. Brackett. 

The municipal campaign as a whole has 
been a most peculiar one. It has been per- 
sonal throughout, and as far as general issues 
are concerned the result has no significance. 
Neither party as a party has taken deep inter- 
est in the head of its ticket, and each nominee 
has counted more on the defections in his op- 
ponent’s ranks for success than on downright 


‘party work. Mr. Mathews is a Democrat, but 


belongs to the swell Back Bay society, and is 
hand-in-glove with the independent and mug- 
wump factions of the city. His chief inter- 
party obstacles came from the Irish Demo- 


| crats. They felt that they had been accorded 


very little place im the party victories 
of . this ‘year, and so many of 
them took advantage of the secrecy of the 
Australian ballot system to express their spite. 
Mr. Merrill’s obstacles were more serious, 
and, as the result proves, caused his complete 
burial, Mayor Hart, the present head of the 
City Government, was anxious for a renomi- 
nation. His administration has been a purely 
business One, and there was a strong senti 
ment that he should be retained. Mr. Merrill, 
however, succeeded in capturing the conven 
tion and nomination, and he result was a se- 
rious defection in the normal Republican 
strength. 

The women voters have had an active day of 
it and polled more than their vote of last year. 
Their campaign has been a quiet one and so 


for this reason their strength was a surprise. 


The leaders kept a sharp lookout to see that 
all the women on the voting list came and 
performed their political duty, and toward 
the time for the closing of the polls mes- 
sengers were sent out for all delinquents. 
So perfect were®all the arrangements that 
there was no confusion or friction, and it was 
conclusively demonstrated that if women can- 
not keep a secret they can at least run a po- 
htical campaign successfully. A lange num- 
ber of carriages had been provided and the 
sick or aged were conveyed in them to the 
polls. Only one case of affront to the women 
workers was reported at headquarters, and 
this was an instance where a police officer re- 
fused to let one of the women have a chair. 
One of the incidents of the day was the ar- 
rival at the polls of a delegation of twenty- 
five inmates of the Home for Aged Women. 
They cast their ballots. before 10 o’clock, al- 
though they had to wait fifteen minutes in 
order to do it, and one of them was nearly 91 
years old and another &2. 

Mr. Matthews’ plurality is 12,221. The Board 
of Aldermen will stand eight Democrats and 
four Republicans. 

Five other Massachusetts cities held munic- 
ipal elections today. The Republicans in 
Worcester won an unusual victory. Francis 
A. Harrington, the Mayoralty candidate, re- 
ceived 7,091 votes to 4,723 for the Democratic 
nominee. Elisha P. Dodge, Republican, was 
reélected Mayor of Newburyport, and Robert 
F. Ratoul, Independent, reélected at Salem. 

The Democrats swept Lowell, electing 
George W. Fifield for Mayor over Mayor 
Palmer, who sought a fourth term. 


PALMER LOSES ANOTHER VOTE, | 


Representative Wilkinson of the Thirty- 
fourth District Ineligible for Office, 

Sprinerretp, III., Dec. 9.—([Special.]—

be eligible to the General Assembly or to any of- 
fice of profit or trust in the State. 

When the ‘Legislature convenes Mr. Wilkin- 
son will be given an opportunity to explain 
these financial transactions and to show what 
right he has, under the Constitution, to occu- 
py a seat in the House.

AUGUST BELMONT’S WILL. 


BATE IN NEW YORK YESTERDAY.. 


No Charitable Bequests Are Made, the En- 


tire Fortune of the Dead Banker Going 
to His Family, with the Exception of a 
Small Provision for Employes — His 
Racing and Breeding H to Be Sold 
~The Estate Valued at Ten or Twelve 
- Millions—Miscellaneous New York News, 

New York, Dec. 9.—[{Special.}—By the will 
probated today the large fortune of the dis- 
tinguished banker, August Belmont, is given 
to his family, with the exception of some leg- 
acies to the employés of the banking house of 
which he was the head. 

There is no mention of any charitable or 
benevolent gift in the document. All the 
racing or breeding horses of the great turf- 
man are to be sold. The papers were filed by 
John L. Cadwalader and George W. Wicker- 
sham, the legal representatives of the estate. 
The will was executed June 24, 1889, and a 
codicil Aug. 8, 1889. The witnesses to both 
documents are Louis Cass Ledyard, George 
H, Balkam, George A. Miller, Henry B. Ely, 
and George A. Slater. The widow, Caroline 
Slidell Belmont, is made executrix and the 
three sons, Perry Belmont, August Belmont, 
and Oliver Hazard Perry Belmont, together 
with Walther Luttgen, a partner of the de- 
ceased, are named as executors. | 

It is provided that they be required to give 
no bonds, neither shall they "be compelled to 
file any inventory of the estate. They are also 
requested to serve without commissions or 
other compensation. August and Perry Bel- 
mont and Walther Luttgen qualified as execu 
tors. 7 ‘ 

After the usual formula the will states: 

I direct my executors to sell all my horses used 
for racing or breeding, and establishments for 


breeding or training horses, together with all my 


property. whether real or personal, occupied, 
held, or used in connection with or for the pur- 
poses of said establishments. . 

He then gives to his partner, Walther Lutt- 
gen, $15,000 as a proof of my regard and as 
an acknowledgment of the services he will ren- 
der in carrying out my wishes; and I beg him 
to accept this legacy in lieu of commissions as 
an executor of my will or as a trustee there- 
under.“ 

Allen Cole, an employé, receives $10,000, 
and the other employés of the firm are pro- 
vided for in this manner: 

I give and beqneath to each other clerk and 
employé actually engaged in my counting-house 


-in the City of New York at the time of my de- 


cease,who shall then have been in my employment 
or in that of my firm for a period of not less than 
five years, a sum equal to his salary for one year, 
according to the vompensation at that time paid 
or payable to him. 

Théwidow is to have all the household tur- 
niture, plate, books, paintings, statuary, 
wines, and other articles of use, ornament, or 
curiosity in the family mansion in this city 
and the country residence at Newport, R. I., 
together with all horses and carriages, other 
than the racing and breeding horses, during 
her life. 

Upon her death this property may be sold, 
with the exception of the family portraits, the 
portraits of the Queen of Holland, the marble 
bust of his wife, the marble bust of Commo- 
dore Perry, and the statuettes of his daughter 
Jean and his son Oliver, which are to be dis- 
tributed among the children. The mansion 
in Fifth avenue at Eighteenth street, the ad- 
joining property, No. 111 Fifth avenue, and 
the Newport residence, with the stables and 
other buildings, also go to the widow for life, 


and upon her death become a part of the gen- 


eral estate. . 

Besides this a trust fund is created for her 
benefit to be held by Executor Luttgen, com- 
posed of securities and stocks of the value of 
$1,565,706, which produce an income of $52,000. 
Upon her death this fund is to be divided 
among the sons, Perry, August, and Olver 
Hazard Perry Belmont, equally, and the issue 
of the daughter, Fredericka Howland, the wife 
of Samuel S. Howland. By the codicil addi- 
tional provision is made for the widow by a 
further trust fund of stocks and securities to 
the value of. $190,710, which yield an in- 
come of $8,316. 

Prior to his death Mr. Belmont gave his 
daughter, Fredericka, a valuable house and 
lot. He makes a trust fund for her in his will 
of bonds and securities of the value of $544,750, 
which produce an income of about $25,000. In 
the event of her death without issue the in- 
come of this fund is to go to her husband, and 
upon his death the principal is to revert to Mr. 
Belmont’s three sons. 

These three sons are provided for equally 
under the will in the shape of trust funds held 
by Executor Luttgen for exactly similar 
amounts. He holds securities and bonds for 
each of the value of $382,250, which yield an 
income of $19,400, and this is to be devoted to 
the benefit of each for life. The sons have the 
power to dispose of these trusts by will to 
their heirs. All the rest, residue, and remain- 
der of the estate is to be converted into money 
as soon as convenient, and then divided equal- 
ly among the sons Perry, August / and Oliver 
Hazard Perry Belmont. This residue is esti- 
mated to be between 36, 000, O00 and $10,000,000. 

The will contains a forfeiture clause, to the 
effect that the bequest to any beneficiary who 
may contest or take any proceedings against 
the validity of the paper shall go to the three 


sons or their heirs, and then follows this 


clause : 

But no person shall be entitled to take under 
the provisions of this article as issue of my said 
son, Oliver Hazard Perry Belmont, except such is- 
sue as he may have by some wife whom he shall 
hereafter marry. 

Attached to the will and codicil are sched- 
ules showing the securities and their value 
which constitute the trusts created for the 
widow and children. Arrangements are be- 
ing made to continue Mr. Belmont’s banking 
business, and the firm will be reorganized 
Jan. 1.

‘ACTION TAKEN AT A MEETING OF THE 


_BANKER’S CREDITORS. 


Prosecution—The Attorneys Authorized 
to Take All Necessary Steps—They Do 
Not Enelude Johnson—It Is Said the 
Cashier Is Not Liable Under the Statute 


~Depositors’ Interests to Be Protected.0 

At last night’s meeting of the committee 
appointed by the creditors of W. L. Pretty- 
man’s bank the following resolution was 
adopted: oe | 

Resolved, That on the subject of criminal pros- 
ecution the attorneys are instructed to take such 
steps as may be necessary to protect. the interests 
of the creditors. 

The first chapter of the financier’s troubles 
has apparently just opened and the end is dis- 
tant. The attorneys have decided to lay the 
case before the grand jury, and will give the 
names of thirty witnesses to State’s-Attorney 
Longenecker,. whose evidence they believe 
will Secure the banker’s indictment. These 
witnesses are the depositors who placed their 
money in the bank Nov. 20 and 21, the latter 
being the day of assignment. 

Prettyman and Cashier Johnson admitted 
on the examination before Judge Prender- 
gast, under Attorney Edward U. Fliehmann's 
questioning, that they knew the bank was in 
distressed circumstances the prior to the 
assignment. 

The Law on the Case. 

The section of the Criminal Code said to 
cover the case is as follows: 

Sec. 118. That if any person doing a banking 
business, or any officer of any banking company 
in this State, shall receive from any person not 
indebted to said banker any money, check, draft, 
bill of exchange, stocks, bonds, or other valuable 
thing which is transferable by delivery when at 
the time of receiving such deposits said banker or 
bank is insolvent, whereby the deposit so made 
shall be lost to the depositor, said banker so 
receiving such deposit shall be deemed guilty 
of embezzlement, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined in a sum double the amount of the 
sum so embezzled, and in addition thereto may 
be imprisoned in the State penitentiary not less 
than one yearor more than three years. The 
failure of the banker or company within thirty 
days from the time of such deposit shall be prima 
facie evidence of an intent to defraud. 

Will Not Apply to Johnson. 

The foregoing section will not apply to John- 
son, as he was not an officer in fact, but simply 
a hired man with an official title. The bank 
was not an incorporated institution and had 
no officer but the proprietor. Had Johnson 
been an officer in the legal sense he would be 
liable, it is claimed, under Sec. 120 of the 
Criminal Code for borrowing money from the 
bank to invest in private enterprises. :

It is conceded gener- 
ally now that he contributed greatly to the 
election of President Harrison, who should 
have given him a seat in his Cabinet instead 
of the subordinate position tendered him. 
His qualifications as a newspaper man are 


of a high order. He gave to the Des Moines 


Register the influence and standing it once 


had. How much Iowa journalism has lost by 
the departure of Mr. Clarkson from the State 


is shown by the swift slump into lack of in- 


.fluence and public contempt of, the paper 


which, while he controlled its destinies, swayed 


Republican politics in Iowa. 


The political foresight of Mr. Clarkson was 
illustrated forcibly by his perception of the 
damage which would be done the party at the 


‘recent election if the prices of the necessaries 


of life were advanced. Aware of the havoc 
which would follow the adoption of such a 
‘policy he fought quietly but earnestly the pas- 
sage of the McKinley bill with its increased 
duties on those articles most used by the peo- 
-ple. This was his position, as reported in a 
late interview with him: 

He had been originally opposed to any increase 
of the tariff. He held that the pledge of the party 
platform was to revise prices downward and not 
‘upward, and he spent a week of time begging the 
members of the conference committee in Con- 
‘gress not to put the duty on tin and not to in- 
‘crease the tariff on any article. He also vigor- 
ously opposed the House schedule on sugar and 
supported the Senate schedule, so as to leave 
‘something to trade on, as the party was sure in 
the same bill to adopt the 1 of reciprocity. 
He pointed out the dangers of increasing any 
tariff, and wrote several articles for the Politician 
begging the Republican Congress not to put a tax 
on the tin-bucket and wash-basin, thus alienat- 
ing the tin-bucket brigade. He was not ignorant 
of the opposition among Republicans to any in- 
_erease in tariff or prices and. plainly foresaw the 
party dangers and losses. 

But while he was doing what be could to 
prevent a lot of mill-boss-ridden Congressmen 
from wrecking the party his short-sighted and 
feeble-minded suceessor in the Register was 
defending and glorifying those very provis- 
ions the adoption of which drove hundreds of 
thousands of Republicans from the polls and 
caused the awful, unprecedented overthrow of 
the party. And even yet, though surrounded

‘THE DEMAND FOR CHEAP MONEY. 
The farmers in convention at Ocala have re- 


iterated the demand that the Government of 
the United States shall establish in the differ- 
‘ent States of the Union Subtreasuries which 
shall lend money directly to the people on 
real estate and non-perishable farm products. 
It is a pity that the men ‘who advocate this 
part of the scheme do not take the trouble to 
look at the history of the Argentine country 
during the last eight years. The people there 


have recently passed through the throes of 4 


political revolution, brought about directly by 
just such a credit system as the Alliance pro- 
poses, and are now flat on their backs 
in the slough of a commercial crisis which 
is the legitimate’ result of their financial pol- 
icy. Argentina was apparently on the high 
road to prosperity in the early 80s. The coun- 
try was developing by the aid of foreign cup- 
ital, but the process of extension was so rapid 
as to make money scarce. Then was adopted 
the cedula plan of making it plentiful. 
The Government authorized it and superin- 
tended its workings. The essential feature 
was to lend on improved or unimproved lands 
sums not exceeding 50 per cent of their value, 
the loan to be secured by mortgage on the 
property. The first issues were made at about 
half the former valuations, but under the 
stimulus of abundant money which could be 
obtained easily there was a rapid rise in 
the prices lands were supposed to be worth. 
The same areas were borrowed on over and 
overagain, eich time on à higher basis, the 
cash went into the hands of the land propri- 
etors, and the country was soon “ wallowing 
in money.“ Things went along swimmingly 
for a time, but after a six or seven fold infla- 
tion had been accomplished there came a halt 
in the booming process. Buyers refused to 
pay still higher prices. and then some holders 
became anxious to sell, They could not meet 
the interest payments without doing so. The 
offerings of property increased on a fast 
shrinking market. Interest was defaulted on 
in thousands of cases, taxes could not be paid, 
and then arose a howl to the effect that the as- 
sessed valuations for tax purposes were far in 
excess of what the property would realize at 
actual sale. Relief was applied for in the 
courts and the facts stated on oath. This ex- 
posed to foreign lenders the true condition of 
things, and they began to contract as speedily 
as possible, with the result of aggravating the 
trouble. The securities given against the 
loans were found to be worthless for purposes 
of present sale, and dubious even for a long 
future. The English agents for the boom had 

to lie down,” and the committee appointed 
10 investigate matters in the interest of the 
firms that came to their assistance has just 
recommended a plan which includes the burn- 
ing up of a vast mass of Argentine money 
as soon as it can be got hold of. 

Yet that country, now poor, and foolishly 
become 80, is reputed to be rich in agricult- 
ural possibilities.

At the present 
time there is said to be no less than four 
cows for every man, woman, and child in 
the country, to say nothing of other descrip- 
tions of. live stock. The facts thus 
form a sufficiently close parallel to ours to 
make the recent Argentine history an in- 
teresting study for those who propose a grand 
financial drunk ih the United States as a 
retnedy for evils now alleged to exist. The 
people here could not hope for more than half 
a dozen years of fancied prosperity as a con- 
sequence of the adoption of their scheme for 
making everybody rich, including the farmer 
(for they profess to believe in the doctrine 
of equal rights to all and special privileges to 
none“). Then, unless history should fail to 
repeat itself, there would be a collapse en- 
tailing a general depression more painful and 
probably more enduring than any that have 
ever afflicted this country. 


LIGHT ON THE SEAL QUESTION. 

The forthcoming report by Prof. Henry W. 
Elliott of the Smithsonian Institution upon the 
havoc caused in the fur seal fisheries by the 
indiscriminate and wholesale slaughter of the 
animals by Canadian poachers. will provide 
the Secretary of State with fresh material and 
still more cogent arguments in his contention 
with the Government of Great Britain, while 
at the same time it will relieve him from the 
pernicious influence of alleged bogus or in- 
correct reports already on file in the Treasury 
Department which the English have used 
with much effect in controveriing at least one 
of the positions taken by Mr. Blaine. 

In his letter of Jan. 22, 1890, to Sir Julian 
Pauncefote Mr, Blaine says: “In the opinion 
** of the President the Canadian vessels arrested 
PB woes detained in the Behring Sea were en- 

“‘ gaged in a pursuit that was in itself contra 
“bonos mores—a pursuit which of necessity 
“involves a serious and permanent injury to 
“the rights of the Government and people of 
“the United States.“ In the course of the 


| same letter Mr. Blaine makes this point more 


specific in the following language:

“ seal life is not bemg 

to the estimates given in my report of 1887,” 
which made the number between six and seven 
millions. Upon the strength of these sworn 
reports by Treasury officials 8 3 
in his memorandum: “From the 

“ United States officials ” [the most of i 
appointed under Cleveland D.] it is clear 
“that with only partial protection on the 
islands the seals have increased in an amaz- 
“ing degree. These islanda, containing in 
1874 the largest number of seals ever found 
in the history of sealing at any place, con- 
“tain today a more astounding number.“ 
This is the manner in which the Treasury re- 
ports have been put in as evidence against 
Mr. Blaine’s contention, and up to the closing 
of the correspondence, June 30, 1890, it has not 
been possible to completely answer them. 

It is now believed that the crushing reply will 
come in Prof. Elliott's report, that the proofs 
are in his hands to show that these Treasury re- 
ports since 1882 are bogus, and that he will es- 
tablish beyond all question that the seals are 
on the immediate verge of extermination, and 
that these false official reports of the increase 
of seal life have been destructive to the in- 
dustry since 1886, In such Case there is but 
one question to be considered and that is how 
to save the seals. If Prof, Elliott’s claims 
are substantiated then the work of slaughter 
must be stopped on both sides, and the British 
Government must be notified that we have 
been deceived by our own reports as to the 
facts in the case. 


THE FARMERS’ ALLIANCE PLATFORM. 

The Farmers’ Alliance Convention, in session 
at Ocala, Fla., has adopted a platform, which 
was printed in yesterday’s paper. It differs 
only in immaterial points from the principles 
laid down by President Polk, and already 
commented on by Tus Trisunz. Thus it 
does not demand that the Government shall 
advance 80 per cent on the value of the farm 
products deposited in the Government ware- 
houses which it is proposed to build in every 


State. But so long as the principle of makmg 


such loans is insisted on, it makes no differ- 
ence what percentage a party platform may 
specify. The immediate, unconditional de- 
mand for the confiscation of the railroads is 
withdrawn, the present demand being that it 
shall not be resorted to till rigid government- 
al supervision and control fail to remove the 
evils of which the Alliance complains. 

. If the financial policy of the Government 
were to conform to the desires of the Alliance 
the country would be flooded with irredeem- 
able shinplasters, issued to enable farmers to 
pay off existing mortgages, or that they might 
live till they had disposed of their crops at 
prices that please them, and it would be worse 
off soon than the Argentine Republic. A very 
few of the members of the Alliance were able 
to see this, and fought the adoption of these 
mad monetary schemes, But what they said had 
no more weight than thistledown in a high 
wind. The fiat erase has gone to the brains 
of the members Of the Alliance, and mere 


words cannot cure them of their madness. 


Nothing but a few. lessons in the bitter school 
of experience will do it. 

A few members of the Alliance were able to 
see also that they were pfoposing class legis- 
lation of the worst description, which would 
make all the city, and town people bitterly 
hostile to them. amendment was offered 
to make the Subtreasury plan apply to all 
merchantable products, instead of farm prod- 
ucts exclusively. But it had no friends. It 
was argued that that would protect the manu- 
facturers, while it was not the business of the 
Farmers’ Alliance to look out for that class 
but forthe farmers, The manufacturers must 
take care of themselves. This, by the way, 
is what they have been doing, and the farm- 
ers have found fault with the “ class legisla- 
tion” which they claimed put it in their power 
to do so. 

Congressman-elect Simpson of Kansas was 
opposed to letting the manufacturers share in 
the blessings of cheap money, but denied that 
the proposed plan was class legislation, be- 
cause it is in the interest of a large majority 
and not of the minority, and whatever is in the 
interest of the majority is not class legisla- 
tion. Mr. Simpson’s ingenious reasoning is 
based on the assumption that the farmers are 
in the majority, They were once, but the 
scepter has departed from Judah and they 
never will be again. Living in an agricult- 
ural State and surrounded by agricultural 
States, Mr. Simpson's error is natural, per- 
haps, but if he will look at the census of 1880 
he will find that out of 17,392,000 persons who 
had occupations of some kind but 7,670,000 
got their living by agriculture, while 9,722,000 
were employed in manufacturing, in trade 
and transportation, or in the various pursuits 
coming: under the head of “ professional and 
personal services.“ When the returns have 
been tabulated for the census of 1890 it will 
be found that the gain in numbers of the farm- 
ers has been small comparatively, while that 
of all the other grand divisions of labor has 
been heavy. 

Therefore if was bad politics for the conven- 
tion to refuse to those employed in other pur- 
suits the favors it asks to havé extended to the 
farmers. When the Alliance tries to do any- 
thing outside of the purely agricultural States 
it will find out its mistake. 


LAKE COMMERCE, 

A memorandum to Congress by the Secre- 
tary of the Lake Shippers’ Association gives 
some interesting statistics of lake commerce. 
The Inland Lioyd’s Register contains a classi- 
fied list of vessels constituting the business 
fleet of the lakes, excluding several hundred 
small tugs, pleasure yachts, lighters, excursion 
boats, and small sailers of every description. 
The fleet for this year consists of 2,055 vessels 
of 826,360 registered net tons, and valued at 
$58,128,500. Of these 1,163 are steam, with 
523,702 tons registered burden, and worth 848, 
434,350. The steam tonnage of the lakes 1s 
now greater than that of the entire Atlantic 
coast, becoming so this year for the first time. 
The lake fleet has nearly doubled in value in 
the last four years, and a remarkable change 
has occurred in the type of véssels used. In 
1886 there were A steamers of 1,500 or more 
net registered tons each, now 110. Then thers 
were six steel vessels valued at $694,000, now 
there are 68 valued at $11,964,500. The carry- 


| ing business of the lakes has moreased even 


more rapidly than the tonnage, owing to a 
great gain in theispeed of vessels, due to the 


‘square miles. 
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rn it is also noted that without lake 


navigation the mines of Lake Superior, which 
furnish half the iron output of the United 
States, could not have been developed at all, 
and that the distribution of fuel is wonderfully 
aided thereby, oo having been carried for a 
large part of thé Season this year from Buffalo 
to Duluth and Superior at 30 cents per ton, or 
only asingle mill for carrying a ton three 


SMITH’S GOOD SUGGESTIONS. 5 

President Smith’s suggestions in reference 
to alterations and improvements in the Coun- 
ty Building ure pertinent and merit immediate 
and serious attention. Externally and inter- 
nally the structure is an architectural botch. 
Its conception was almost as faulty as its 
construction. A large amount of space is 
wasted in useléss hallways, darkened corri- 
dors, and empty closets. Heavy pillars, doubt- 


less intended for ornamentation, but which are 


mere disfigurements, take up more room. If 
the building should be so remodeled that the 
wasted space could be utilized, as it is to some 
extent in the City-Hall Building, there would 
be nearly room enough in which to do the 
county’s Work. As at present arranged 
the officers are crowded for space. The Coun- 
ty Clerk has fifty men at work in a room 
where, if sanitary laws were observed, only 
about ten should be employed, It is the same 
in the case of the Recorder and the Probate 
Clerk. There should be a. change. The alter- 
ations recommended by Gen. Smith could be 
made at moderate r to exceed 
$30,000 perhaps. 

The more radical hanes proposed by the 
new President of the County Board—the addi- 
tion of two more stories to the building—can 
be the subject of future consideration. 

Another suggestion made by Gen. Smith 
which demands immediate attention is that 
in reference to a new jail, The present jail 
is a disgrace to the county. It is badly built, 
badly arranged, badly ventilated. The sani- 
tary arrangements are bad. The appearance 
of the structure is a reproach to the North 
Side. The same may be said of the compan- 
ion building, the Criminal Court. Perhaps 
the best thing that can be done with both is to 
tear them down and put up new structures, so 
arranged that the criminals, the insane await- 
ing examination, and the youthful wrong- 
doers may be kept apart. The upper stories 
of the new building can be so arranged as to 
relieve the Court-House Building. Some of 
our numerous civil Judges could be accom- 
modated there. 

Gen. Smith is to be congratulated on having 
entered with vigor on the performance of his 
public duties. It is to be hoped his zeal will 
not flag. His views as to the County Buildings 
are sound. So are his views as to the sham- 
bling and slovenly elevator and janitor service 
at the Court-House Building. He will have the 
support of the intelligent public, regardless of 
party, in giving effect to the reforms he pro- 
poses. He will certainly have the support of 
the Republican members of the County Board. 


Tue pettifogging tactics of the Democratic 
police court lawyers who are members of the 
City Council in reference to the proposed 
Thirty-fifth Ward are contemptible. But they 
seem to have the influence of the City Ad- 
ministration on their side and will probably 
keep up their filibustering, and thus the 
7,000 or 8,000 people who were invited by 
a majority of 128, 000 voters of Chicago to 
become part of our city will be kept 
without representation for months. The 
ordinance which Ald. O’Neill introduced and 
which was vetoed by Mayor Cregier on the 
advice of the alleged Law Department was 
really drafted in that department. But Ald. 
O’Neill did not stand on technical points; he 
had an ordinance drawn which eliminated all 
the points objected to by the Mayor’s veto and 
the accompanying opinion. The police court 
solons would not vote for it, They had to 
“consider it, and two or three of them 
raised objections to it on statutory grounds. 
They held that. as Washington Heights lacked 
forty acres of three square miles, even though 
Washington Heights and West Roseland ad- 
joining it together contained five square miles, 
it would be contrary to the three-square-mile 
provision of the statute to make both one 
ward or either of them a ward. The plain 
intent of the statute was to give large subur- 
ban areas representation in the expectation 
that the population would in a short time 
justify such representation. It is mandatory 
when the annexed territory contains more 
than three square miles. The two villages an- 
nexed at the same time, though by slightly dif- 
fering votes, contain, as already stated, five 
The law cannot possibly be 
violated, and will certainly be complied with 
in the spirit of its enactment if the two an- 
nexed villages are combined in one ward. It 
is hoped that the intelligent men of the Coun- 
cil Judiciary Committee wiil take this view of 
the case, report back Ald. O’Neill’s ordinance 
next Monday, and give the people invited to 
join the city representation in the Municipal 
Legislature. The districts have as large a 
population as either the Twenty-seventh or 
the Twenty gighth Ward, and they are grow- 
ing more rapidly. 


Mr. Panngtt. still fights, but his cause 
seems hopeless.

Leads to Trouble at Newark. 

Nzw Yoxx, Dec, 9.—The long-anticipated 
strike in the spinning department of the Clark 
Thread Mills at Newark and Kearney has be- 
gun. The immediate cause was the discharge 
of a spinner by Superintendent Walmsley, 
whom the men have detested since he was 


imported and placed in charge, more than 


two years ago. Immediately following the 
discharge a shop committee called upon Mr. 
Walmsley and asked that the man be rein- 
stated. Mr. Walmsley told the men if they 
did not like his action they could put on their 
coats and leave. All the spinners in Mill 2 
then decided to strike, and the word passed to 
Mill 3, where the men followed suit.

IN WASHINGTON EXPLAINED, 


They Are Not There for the Purpose of or- 
ganizing the Campaign of 1892—Various 
Opinions on the Situation as Regards 
Finances—Possible Legislation on Silver 


Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 9.—[Special.]— 
There have been a number of prominent Re- 
publican managers in Washington during the 
last two or three days, The most prominent 
of these are Mr. Platt, Gen. Alger, Mr. Fas- 
sett, and Mr. Clarkson. In Washington it is 
customary to explain the movements of 
all prominent politicians. They cannot 
come to Washington for business or so- 
cial reasons without giving an account 
of themselves. The presence of these 
Republican managers has given rise to many 
different suppositions. The most elaborate 
explanations come from Democratic sources 
naturally. The first explanation is that there 
are to be certain: Cabinet changes. There is 


no kind of news in politics that is started 


easier than the story of a Cabinet change, and 
no news should be more distrusted. 

The second explanation is that these gentle- 
men have come here for the purpose of organiz- 
ing the Republican political campaign of 1892, 


‘and that the National Committee was to be at 


once reorganized, Gen. Alger and some of 
his party associates dined last evening at the 
White House. This was the culminating chap- 
ter in the many stories of the great Repub- 
lican consultation which is supposed to be 
taking place at Washington.

measure would be passed. But first of all the 
Speaker is opposed to such legislation and he 
has sufficient power to prevent the rushing 
jr pone je of any such extreme measure as that 
of unlimited coinage. The President, it is be- 
lieved, would veto an unlimited coinage bill. 

Might Pass It Over a Veto. 

In the Senate there is more than the requi- 
site two-thirds to it over his veto, and in 
the House it would come very near having 
two-thirds. Under the stimulus of the de- 
mands of business- men who cry out to Con- 
gress for something to relieve the financial 
situation perhaps two-thirds would be, se- 
cured there. It looks, m view of this positive 
majority in both branches of Congress, that 


some modified measure at least will be re- 


sult of the winter. 

The silver people have not yet decided 
whether they will press matters before the 
holidays or not. It is probable that the matter 
will come up for action early in January. A 
prominent official whose home is in the East 
said to me last evening: 

Last summer I journeyed all through the 
West and passed through the regions where 
silver is produced.

In speaking of the bill which has passed it 
is only right to remember that the great body 
of English literature which has already been 
published, beginning with Chaucer — com- 
ing down through the Elizabethan age and the 
fertile seventeenth century to the times of 
Scott, Dickens, and Thackeray, and to the 
present day, is still entirely open to every 
American publisher or reprinter without let or 
hindrance, and this leaves absolutely un- 
touched all that part of English literature 
which is of chief value to Americans, It would 
surely be no hardship if cheap editions of new 
books by Rider Haggard were supplanted by 
new and cheap editions of Thackeray, Scott 
and Jane Austen. The English literature of 
the past is certainly full of books which can- 
not be too often or too cheaply reprin and 
by reprinting them no one’s rights or inter 
ests are invaded and no one is harmed. 

As Viewed by Its Western Friends. 


Western friends of international copyright 
are unable to see how such an act can in any 
i put the American publishing business 
under the exclusive control of Eastern pub- 
lishing houses. This would seem evident — 
the fact that not long ago the chief publishing 
houses of Chicago united in a petition to Con 
gress for the passage of the act. It does not 
appear that the publishers of the East are b 
uny means the most ardent and effective ad 
vocates of the measure, but rather the authors 
of America, whose rights and interests are 
very deeply involved, and the men of every 
rank and profession of life, who have long be- 
lieved that simply justice to foreigner and 
American alike requires the passage of such 


an act.

An Author’s Right to His Work.

pay a price stipulated by Government; or any 
more than it would be fair to throw open any 
species of property to the occupancy of any 
one who may covet it under a simple govern- 
mental re tion. Inthe absence of an In- 
ternational Copyright law this inability of the 
author to control the publication of his book 
has resulted in the greatest possible injustice, 

Unscrupulous publishers have taken the 
author’s book, have changed it and mutilated 
it, have even rewritten such parts as thoy saw 
fit, and published it under the author’s name 
as his original work. Even the Western pop- 
ular favorite, Ben Hur,“ n thus 
mutilated and disfigured. in England, 80 that 
its author, picking up his own book, 
searcely recognize it. The same thing has 
been done iv America with the writings of 


Englisb authors, Certainly no one will deny 


the gross injustice of such treatment. : 

The advocates of international cop; t 
have no fear whatever of British prices for 
books in America. The conditions of the pur- 
chase and ownership of books in Great 
Britain and in America are diametrically dif- 
ferent; books in England bemg purchased al- 
most solely by the preat public libraries and 
by individual collectors of great wealth, while 
in America books, if bought at are 
bought by the great mass the. American 
people who are not as a rule persons of large 
means. 

While the conditions in England are so dif- 
ferent from ours the conditions in France and 
Germany greatly resemble the conditions in 
America, and in these latter countries, both of 
which have for a considerable tine been un- 
der the operation of international copyright 
laws with all their neghbors, books are pub- 
lished in better style and more cheaply, con- 
sidering their style, than m any other coun- 
tries in the world. All books intended for 
wide reading must inevitably be published at 
low prices in America; to do otherwise would 
be as suicidal under an International Copy- 


right law as it would be now. The law of 


self-interest will compel the American pub- 
lisher always to issue ks at low prices. 
Educational Effect of the Law. 


Under the International Copyright law the 
very fact that the American er knows 
that he is no longer reading a book appro- 
priated without payment to the author and 
without the author’s consent will in itself give 
the American reader a feeling of self-respect 
which he could not otherwise have; and
